Canadian Niagara Power removes international power line 
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Canadian Niagara Power successfully removed an international power line that 
crossed the Niagara River, connecting Canada to the U.S. CNP’s contractor, 

O’Connell Electric, with the cooperation of National Grid in N.Y., used an implosion 
cutting technique to cut six lines that connected two towers in Fort Erie and 
Buffalo. About 40 agencies on both sides of the border were involved in this proj¬ 
ect. A portion of the Niagara Parkway from Princess St., to Central Ave. and Queen 
St. was closed between 5 a.m. and 2 p.m. and traffic on the Peace Bridge was 
briefly interrupted. Boating along the Niagara River was also restricted while the 
project was underway. The next phase of the project includes the removal of the 
two towers, one at Queen St., in Fort Erie and another one in Buffalo N.Y. The tow¬ 
ers, which are more than 100 years old, will be dismantled and rebuilt for the fall of 
2015.

NEW OPTION FOR AUTISM TREATMENT 

Currently there are no medications approved to treat the core deficits 
of autism (social skills, repetitive behaviours). McMaster University/ 
McMaster Children’s Hospital is conducting a research study to 
investigate whether the drug Riluzole may be helpful with these 
symptoms. Riluzole is a drug that is already Health Canada & FDA 
approved for treating adults with a neurological disorder. 

Why is Riluzole being considered a treatment for ASD? The human 
brain is never quiet: every region constantly fires electrical signals. 
Some signals are loud and clear and others are muffled murmurs. 
In autism, the background murmurs are hard to tune out and the 
brain becomes noisy, making it difficult to receive clear signals. Its 
like trying to have a private conversation in a crowded room, some 
words get lost and the message is hard to understand. Riluzole is a 
drug that may help some people with ASD tune out brain background 
noise so that they can receive clear signals. In this way, Riluzole 
may improve compulsive, aggressive and repetitive behaviours. 
Unlike current drug treatments, Riluzole may also improve social 
skills and help kids with ASD talk to other children, make friends 
and enjoy activities with other people. 

Who can participate? Children aged 6-17 diagnosed with Autism 
Spectrum Disorder (ASD, Autism, PDD-NOS, or Asperger’s 
Syndrome) may be eligible. You do not have to reside within the 
hospital’s catchment area in order to participate. Expenses related to 
participation (e.g. parking, cost of drug) will be paid for by the study. 
Participants will also receive compensation for their time as a token 
of appreciation. 

How do I know if this trial would be a good fit for my child? 

Decisions about medication always require careful consideration. 
Dr. Bennett will meet with you at the beginning to provide information 
and discuss whether this study is right for you and your child.

The Fort Erie Meteors fell hard to 
the Welland Junior Canadians at the 
Leisureplex last Saturday night.
